DEFENSE INFQBMA1105 TO »)REIGN GOVEBHMEHTS" which is 
hereby approved. 

!$r directive of May 25, 1953 titled "MAEXBG 
CLASSIFIED SECURITY XHHXiMATIG3 AVAILABLE TO FOREIOS 
NATIOHAIS" is hereby revoked. The provisions of Executive 
Order Ho. 10501 dated Ebvember 5, 1953, shall continue 
to apply to the handling of classified defense informa- 
tion within the U. S. Government, but shall not apply 
to its dissemination to, or handling by, a foreign 
government under the terms of this directive.

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BASIC POLICY GOVERNING THE IU : 3£ASE OF CLASSIFIED DEFENSE INFORMATION 

WO FOREIGN GOV ERNMENTS 


It is essential to the defense interest of the United State© 
that this Government closely cooperate with certain foreign governments 
to the extent of fumiehilng classified defense information, as defined 
in E. 0. 10301, to such government a * The protection of such informa- 
tion released to foreign governments is principally secured by the 
assurance of the receiving government that such infonmtion will be 
appropriately safeguarded within that government. To establish uni- 
form procedures and to provide for the security of information so 
released, al l departments and., agencies shall be guided by the policy 
set forth herein. 

A, F OR THE PURPOSE OF THIS PQUDCTj_ THE FO LLOWING DEFINITIONS A RE 

ADOPTED — 

X. MILITARY IHFGRMATI QN. Military information is information 
under the control or jurisdiction of the Department of 
Defense, its departments or agencies, or of primary interest 
to them.. 

2. ORIGINAL RE C3 PBE HT3. Original recipients are considered as 
those representatives , civil or military, . of a foreign govern- 
ment who, either individually or collectively, directly re- 
ceive from the United States Government classified defense 
information being communicated or transmitted to their 
government. 

3 - SECURITY AS S URANCE . A security assurance is a certification 
by the receiving government stating in substance that its 
representatives, civil or military, have been specifically 
approved by that government to receive classified defense 
information from the United States Government . 

B. CLASSI FIE D im-MO ITARY DEFE NSE mgORi ^riQg 

Classified non-military defense information shall only be released 

to foreign governments upon compliance with the following conditions: 

1- A determination is made by a responsible official of the re- 
leasing department or agency that the furnishing of classified 
defense information trill result in a net advantage to the 
defense interests of the United States. In makin g such 
determination the following conditions must be met:

The requirements stated herein shall have no application to agree- 
ments for cooperation arranged pursuant to the provisions of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 3-9 '>4 , as amended , Nothing contained in any 
policy or requirement herein shall be construed to supersede or 
modify any policy or regulation promulgated pursuant to any Federal 
statute. 
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
